Sparks From Mark 

Last weekend was the first time in 13 years that I 
preached from a typed script. As all of you know, 
I usually preach from note cards as well as from 
the center isle. That was my assignment for school 
was to type up my homily word for word. I found 
this process in the end to be very exciting as I was 
able to choose my wording more closely and since 
I was preaching from a typed script, it only made 
sense for me to preach from the ambo rather than 
the center isle. I have had time to reflect more 
about the change that perhaps the preaching should 
be done from the ambo where the word of God is 
proclaimed. In my course work each week, we 
have to participate on an online discussion and this 
was one of our topics, “Preaching from a typed 
script and the ambo" It seems that half of us preach 
from the center isle and the other half from the 
ambo. One of my class mates, Bemie Chambers 
from Toronto had this reflection, "I believe the 
Table of the Word is where the homily should be 
proclaimed it is diminished, I believe, when the 
speaker leaves the table and speaks from 
somewhere else. For me, this shifts the attention 
from the proclamation to the proclaimer. The 
Word of God - readings and homily - are worthy 
of proclamation from a place of special importance 
as is the offering of the bread and wine.”

Scripture 

■ All the communities of the earth 
shall find blessing in you."

■ Through the appearance of our 

savior Christ Jesus, who destroyed

Christ’s humility, which is love, brought him 
to descend toward the lowly, not because the 
lowly had some special value, but to look for 
the one who was lost in order to help raise 
himself up. Let us therefore avoid indulging 
ourselves with dreams of grandeur, but rather 
enter willingly into humble thoughts. The 
Holy Spirit brings us to understand all these 
things, and this can break the chains that bind 
us. The spirit is freedom, and we are still 
held captive by many bonds that freeze in us 
the spontaneity of the gift cf love. We ask 
Our Lord to free us a little more from all 
forms of slavery, so that the gift of ourselves, 
the gift of love for God and for others, may, 
according to Christ and his example, develop 
in us more freely, more spontaneously, and 
more generously. 1
